
Seafront blighted by scaffold 
through summer to November 


RESIDENTS and seafront traders are 
up in arms over the construction of ex¬ 
tensive scaffolding on Marine Parade- 
and the Cart Road, which will stay in 
place throughout summer and possibly 
until November. 

The scaffolding was erected last week, across 
Marine Parade and down onto the Cart Road, 
where it is fenced off into a small compound, 
for works to be carried out to Grade II listed 
building 4 Marine Parade. 

Planning permission has been granted for the 
demolition of the rear bathroom extension, a 
new kitchen extension with bathroom over, ex¬ 
ternal and internal refurbishment and minor in¬ 
ternal alterations, and a second application has 
now been submitted to increase the footprint of 
the “wholly subterranean ground floor kitchen 
extension”. 

It is thought that Dorset County Council, 
owners of the Cart Road, gave permission for 
the scaffolding to be set up, although Marine 
Parade is Lyme Regis Town Council-owned 
land. 

Chairman of the town council’s Planning and 
Highways Committee, Anita Williams, said:

“The county council appear to consider that 
they have given consent. Clearly they can't 
consent in respect of Marine Parade as it's town 
council land. It would also have been helpful 
if they had consulted in respect of the Cart 
Road anyway. 

“The first Lyme Regis Town Council knew 
was when the scaffolding went up last Wednes¬ 
day and the complaints started to come in. 

“The town council is awaiting a full response 
from Dorset County Council, I have had no re¬ 
sponse from the current county councillor. 

'Outrageous' 

“It looks dreadful and it's completely inap¬ 
propriate for the time of year and we will pur¬ 
sue this with the county council. 

“It will be very dangerous when it is busy, as 
the parade is restricted, and the Cart Road will 
be difficult for wheelchairs, pushchairs, people 
and vehicles to pass. 

“It is wholly inappropriate to have that much 
of the Cart Road restricted during the 
season and the county council have 
no ability to give consent in relation 
to the parade. 


“It is an outrageous situation given the time 
of year, times are hard enough for our traders 
and accommodation owners without this 
blighting our seafront.” 

It has also been questioned whether emer¬ 
gency services vehciles will be able to pass the 
scaffolding. 

Seafront trader Gay Dowell, owner of nearby 
Surfside, has complained that she was not con¬ 
sulted about the scaffolding and did not receive 
notice of the work until last Monday, when she 
receieved a letter saying the scaffolding would 
be in place until November. 

She said: “I can’t believe it. It would have 
been really nice to have been consulted, as the 
three traders along this part of the seafront put 
a lot into our businesses and it’s for such a long 
time. 

“It’s very disappointing that the county have 
classed us as insignificant people of Lyme 
when we’re not, we are the heart and soul of 
Lyme Regis. 

“We put our hearts into this place and it’s not 
nice not to be informed.” 

Mrs Dowell also complained of double stan¬ 
dards, saying the county council forced her to 
remove a small canopy over seating outside her 
shop as it was “an eyesore”. 

Her parents and nearby Marine Parade resi-

■ HOW long have you lived in Lyme and why did 
you come here? 

In 1997, under the cover of night, I detonated an old 
life in London and as it was burning I quickly packed 
the two cats and as many belongings as could squeeze 
into my Mini and I hightailed it out of there in the di¬ 
rection of Lyme Regis, to re-invent myself and begin 
a new life by the sea. I enjoyed a busy life in the the¬ 
atre -1 was constantly performing nationally and in¬ 
ternationally, living on adrenaline, applause, parties, 
alcohol and very little sleep. It was a blast but after 15 
years I was tired and in need of a rest and a change of 
scene. 

■ WHY did you set up your shop? 

I have always hankered after doing a-one woman 
show. This is it. 

■ WHAT is special about your creations? 

The sneering contempt of my grammar school needle¬ 
work teacher, Miss Johnson, instilled in me an abject 
terror of anything to do with sewing and sewing ma¬ 
chines. The fact that I earn my living this way makes 
everything I produce special. In fact it makes it mirac¬ 
ulous. 

■ OF which creations are you most proud? 

It has taken me countless years for me to recognise 
my skills and feel proud of what I do. Perhaps being 
brought up a Catholic had some influence. The sin of 
being proud of one’s self would surely send me rico¬ 
cheting into the fires of hell and eternal damnation? 
However, as I am now over that, I couldn’t and would¬ 
n’t single out any one of “my girls” over another. I 
am proud of everything I make whether intricately 
laden with stitching and beading or jaw droppingly 
simple and understated.

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Council grants to be limited 
to £3,000 for small groups 


AFTER years of struggling to come up with a fair method 
of awarding funding to local organisations, Lyme Regis 
Town Council is adopting a new policy which will see 
minor and major grants dealt with separately. 

A comprehensive report, entitled “Minor Grants Policy 
and Procedure” was presented to last week’s Strategy and 
Policy Committee by Councillors Lucy Campbell and 
Loma Jenkin. 

Long term or major grants will be dealt with as a sepa¬ 
rate issue. 

Councillors heard that the new policy would be fairer 
to all groups applying but it was made clear that they 
would have to stick to strict criteria. 

This criteria includes the following: 

♦ In the coming financial year the council will have 
£19,412 available to allocate to local community groups 
and organisations which are properly constituted. 

♦ Grant applications can be submitted for any amount 
up to a maximum of £3,000. Amounts over the figure 
would need to be considered under the larger grant re¬ 
quest process.

♦Applications must include accurate project costs ac¬ 
companied by supporting documents. Unsupported proj¬ 
ect costs and estimates will not be accepted. 

♦ A grant can be used for the purchase of materials and 
equipment, or the provision of a service that makes Lyme 
Regis a better place to live, work and play. 

♦ The council will priortise projects which are aimed 
at the more disadvantaged parts of the community and 
who have a more critical need than others. This does not 
mean that other applications will be turned away but they 
will be dealt with after those with more critical need have 
been considered. 

♦ Grants will not be allocated for any costs not directly 
associated with the project, retrospective funding, to pay 
off debts or for costs that have already been funded esle- 
where. 


Empty pub to become residential units 

THE Angel Inn in Lyme Regis, which has been closed 
since January 2009, will be converted into residential 
units if planning permission is received. 

Palmers Brewery, which owns the empty Mill 
Green pub, will be applying for change of use at The 
Angel. 

Nigel Jones of Chesterton Humberts, Palmers' 
property agent, said: "After long consideration and 
having tried to improve the pub's trading potential 
by trialling several different formats, the brewery 
have decided to submit a planning application for 


conversion into a limited number of residential 
units. 

"In making this decision they have listened to the 
views of local residents living nearby." 

Palmers intend to submit an application to West 
Dorset District Council later this year. 

The brewery also owns the Three Cups Hotel, 
which has stood empty in Broad Street for over 20 
years, with plans now in the offing to develop the 
premises into shops, apartments, holiday accom¬ 
modation and a top quality restaurant.

♦ Groups receiving a grant will have to complete an 
“end of project” report to show how well the project had 
gone to help the council decide on future applications. 

♦ Organisations seeking grants will have to complete 
a form and attach full project costs, a copy of the organ¬ 
isations’ constitution, current financial status and be 
signed by two officers. 

♦ The deadline for grants will be the end of February 
for approval by full council in March. 


Shoplifters target 
Lyme's high street 

TWO shops in Broad Street, Lyme Regis, were tar¬ 
geted by shoplifters on Monday afternoon. 

Items taken from both stores included artists'paint¬ 
brushes, paints, pastels and pencils. 

It is thought the thefts occurred between 1 pm and 
3pm. 

If anyone saw anyone acting suspiciously along 
Broad Street on Monday afternoon, or has any infor¬ 
mation they think may be relevant, they are asked to 
contact the police on 101. 

PCSO Luke White said: "We would also encourage 
shops and businesses in the town to join the Shop- 
Watch Scheme. 

"This is a radio link between the shops, Lyme Regis 
Town Council, police and parking services. It is a 
crime prevention tool and also a way of passing in¬ 
formation between businesses. 

"There are currently approximately 15 businesses 
involved in the scheme, and the more people get in¬ 
volved the more effective it can be. 

"The cost of hire of the radio is £20 plus VAT per 
month. If you want to know more information then 
get in touch."

Deadline approaching for children's bus passes 


PARENTS have until May 31 st to apply for a concession¬ 
ary bus pass to get their child to school. 

Dorset County Council operates a concessionary 
scheme to help families with children aged 4 to 18 who 
are not entitled to free school transport. The scheme 
allows parents to apply to buy any spare seats available 
on contracted coaches. 

A concessionary pass for 2013/14 costs £450 per child 


and can be paid for in instalments. Existing concession¬ 
ary bus pass holders do not need to re-apply for the 
seat, and will receive a letter asking if they want to keep 
their seat.

The recommendation to approve the permits was 
first brought to the council’s Tourism and Economic 
Development Committee, but was then passed to the 
recent Town Management Committee meeting. 

When the town clerk reported that the free permits 
would incur a maximum loss of £120 from car park 
income, Councillor Michaela Ellis argued that his fig¬ 
ures didn’t add up. 

She said: “I’m in favour of them having the permits 
but I think the costs that you have worked out are no 
where near right. We will be losing more than this 
says.” 

Councillor Ellis later argued the council could lose 
up to £6 a day. 

Referring the councillors’ Guildhall car park, she 
added: “We have a car park here. Let’s let the volun¬ 
teers who are doing something for us use this car 
park.” 

Councillor Anita Williams said: “A lot of the time 
they are not going to manage to find spaces. I’m not 
sure how we will manage them parking at the Guild¬ 
hall but that’s something to look at.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell also agreed that the coun¬ 
cil’s own Guildhall car park should be used and said

disabled volunteers should be reminded they can park 
on the Cart Road with their blue badge. 

Councillors agreed to approve the permits with the 
addition that volunteers use the Guildhall car park 
when possible. 

• Town clerk John Wright added that the volunteers 
would now be given petty cash to buy their own milk, 
toilet roll and other supplies. He said the council staff 
had previously been buying this for them, which he 
described as “ridiculous”.

Councillors urged to take'a clear 
stance'on future of Three Cups 


TOWN councillors have been urged to take “a 
clear stance” on the future of the delapidated 
former Three Cups Hotel in Lyme Regis. 

The Grade 11 listed building, owned by Bridport-based- 
brewers, Palmers, has stood empty in Broad Street for 
more than two decades and is widely regarded as the town 
centre’s most unsightly eyesore.

A community organisation, called “Save the Three Cups

dents, Edmond and Mollie Skinner, have also raised objec¬ 
tions to the scaffolding and complained that, while the im¬ 
mediate next door neighbours of 4 Marine Parade were 
given notice, they were not consulted being just a few doors 
away. 

Mr Skinner added: “Lyme Regis Planning and Highways 
Committee didn’t do their duty when the planning applica¬ 
tion came to council. They should have said don’t do it in 
the peak season.” 

The committee reccomended approval of the plans subject 
to West Dorset’s listed building officer’s aproval. 

Mr Skinner continued: “There is only six months of trad¬ 
ing along here. It has always been an unwritten rule that you 
don’t do work along the seafront during the summer. It’s 
courtesy.” 

Mrs Skinner said she was concerned about the scaffolding 
causing traffic congestion on the Cart Road when it was 
busier during the summer holidays. 

Peter Cliff of Rinky Tinks Ice Cream Parlour on Marine 


Parade added: “I think it’s going to cause a lot of problems, 
particularly for traders this end of the parade. 

“Lyme Regis Town Council weren’t consulted on it as far 
as I’m aware. I appreciate they have to do their work but it 
seems there has been a break down in communication. They 
need to affect some sort of compromise.” 

Mike Westwood, highways manager for Dorset County 
Council, said: “We have granted a licence for the contractors 
to erect scaffold so that they can continue the refurbishment 
of the building. The scaffold is not causing an obstruction 
to the flow of traffic 

“We are talking with Lyme Regis Town Council on this 
matter, although the date of the works was unknown until a 
couple of weeks ago due to the dependency on the weather.” 

Town clerk John Wright added: “Whilst recognising that 
this work is not being carried out at an ideal time there is in 
reality never going to be a perfect time for this work to be 
carried out due to its very nature. The town council is talking 
to the county council about the future issuing of permits.

the brewers have rejected this as being financially unvi- 
able. 

They claim they were prevented for many years from 
renovating the former hotel site because of the coastal 
protection work in Langmoor Gardens but have now 
come up with a development project which would see the 
main building converted into ground floor retail with 
apartments above, retaining the distinctive frontage, res¬ 
idential units at the rear with shops and a high class 
restaurant with views over Lyme Bay. 

Palmers maintain they have already received a positive 
response from celebrity chefs interested in running the 
restaurant. 

Palmers’ plans have already gone through one round of 
public consultation and revised plans, following negoti¬ 
ations with West Dorset planners and English Heritage, 
are due to take place in June. 

At last week’s meeting of the town council’s Strategy 
and Policy Committee, a report on the Three Cups Hotel 
was presented by vice-chairman Lucy Campbell and 
Councillor Rikey Austin. 

Councillor Austin has been one of the main campaign¬ 
ers for the Three Cups, which is opposite her Broad Street 
shop, to be returned to an hotel. 

Their report called on the council to take a “unified po¬ 
sition” on the future of the Three Cups and put forward 
six recommendations: 

1- The building and site are brought back into produc¬ 
tive use without further undue delay; 

2 - Change of use should be resisted and any changes 
should continue to provide critically needed holiday ac¬ 
commodation that excludes second homes; 

3 - Any future development should fully respect, con¬ 
serve and acknowledge its unique heritage’ 

4 - Taking into consideration its historical importance, 
any further development must be done in consultation 
and co-operation with the relevant bodies (eg Eng;ish 
Heritage, the Georgian Group, etc); 

5 - The rear courtyard and garden should not be over 
developed and remain in keeping with the conservation 
area and preserving the tradional view of Lyme as seen 
from the Cobb and sea; 

6 - Any future development of the site must include 
pedestrian access from Broad Street into Langmoor Gar¬ 
dens. 

The report continued: “After having received presenta¬ 
tions from the owners of the building, Palmers, and from 


the “Save the Three Cups as a Heritage Hotel”, we be¬ 
lieve that Lyme Regis Town Council should now take a 
clear stance on the future of the important historic build¬ 
ing and site. LRDT should do everything in its power to 
resolve this unsatisfactory situation in the best interests 
of the town and use its position to help steer things for¬ 
ward.” 

Other councillors expressed the view that such 
recommedations were unrealistic and Councillor Anita 
Williams, chairman of the Highways and Planning Com- 
mitee, warned members about the dangers of pre-deter¬ 
mining the situation before any future planning 
applications came before the council for their recommen¬ 
dations. 

A recorded vote was requested on all six recommenda¬ 
tions with all being approved, one on the casting vote of 
chairman Mark Gage.

Boost your 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a growing 
family or want to work from home, is to add a bed¬ 
room. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put 
your home in a different price bracket when you 
come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom is 
upstairs, with all the others, and sometimes it's pos¬ 
sible to use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front 
of the house, you may be able to divide it in two, as 
long as each room has its own, separate window.This 
may not be as satisfactory as adding space, but it can 
work well if your home's big enough and you're on a 
limited budget. 

When you come to sell, remember that couples and 
sharers will probably be looking for good-sized dou¬ 
ble bedrooms, while families may be happier to have 
more, smaller bedrooms if it means one for each 
child. 

When rejigging the existing space isn't an option, 
consider converting the loft into a bedroom or bed¬ 
rooms instead. If you can also fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, and built-in storage, you've 
created the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones 
with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if the loft 
has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space 
inside is often necessary, which means a (more ex¬ 
pensive and complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to 
how useable the space is - some lofts don't have 
enough head height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and expensive job and won't be 
practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up to 
the loft on the floor below and if this means losing a 
bedroom, you may not gain much by converting the 
loft. 

Building regulations for loft conversions are very 
strict about having a safe means of escape in the 
event of a fire, so it's not necessarily the easiest way 
to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a 


bedrooms 

bathroom or shower room next to it, can work better, 
providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can include 
bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often better because you 
can create extra living space downstairs and bed¬ 
rooms upstairs and it should be cheaper than doing 
a ground-floor extension and a loft conversion, but 
two-storey extensions aren't always easy to do with 
our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your 
home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the 
garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff can 
be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more useful 
and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bed¬ 
room on top of the garage, if there's space to build 
above it and for a new corridor on the first floor.

"Well, excuse 
my stammer, 
if it ain't 
Calamity Jane!" 

AMERICAN frontierswoman Calamity Jane was born 
Martha Jane Cannary on 1 st May 1852, in Princeton, Mis¬ 
souri. Her parents had died by the time she was 12 years 
old and she took over raising her five younger siblings. 
She moved the family to Wyoming by joining a wagon 
train where she learned to drive wagons, help to haul wag¬ 
ons over difficult ground and fend for herself and her sib¬ 
lings. She did whatever she could to support the family, 
working as a dishwasher, a cook, a nurse, a miner and an 
ox-team driver, all the while acquiring impressive riding 
and shooting skills. Necessity meant that she wore men’s 
clothing and her proximity to men encouraged her to 
drink and swear but, sadly, she became an alcoholic. She 
was truly a legend in her own time, her reputation is prob¬ 
ably the reason she acquired the nickname Calamity Jane. 
Another popular belief is that men were said to be "court¬ 
ing calamity" if they offended her. 

In 1874, she found work as a scout at Fort Russell. She 
also began her on-and-off employment as a prostitute at 
the Fort Laramie Three-Mile Hog Ranch. Accounts from 
this period described Jane as being "extremely attractive" 
and a "pretty, dark-eyed girl." She received little formal 
education before her parents died, and was illiterate ~ she 
probably never knew financial security. However, even 
in poverty, she was known for her helpfulness, generosity 
and willingness to undertake demanding and even dan¬ 
gerous tasks to help others. 

At one point she helped save several passengers in an 
overland stagecoach by diverting several Plains Indians 
who were in pursuit of them. The stagecoach driver was 
killed during the pursuit, and Jane took over the reins and 
drove the stagecoach on to its destination at Deadwood, 
South Dakota. 

In 1876, Jane settled in Deadwood at the height of the 
gold rush. She made an impact by nursing the victims of 
a smallpox epidemic who were quarantined in tents in the 
Deadwood area in the latter part of that year, and the 
newspaper Black Hills Pioneer announced in their head¬ 
line, "Calamity Jane has arrived!" 

Legend has it that during this time she met Wild Bill 
Hickok, a legendary gunfighter, law enforcement officer 
and stagecoach driver. Jane would later claim that she 
married him in 1873, and that they had a child together, 
but nothing exists to substantiate these claims. 

In 1885, Jane married Clinton Burke, and in 1887 she 
had a little girl, Jane, whom she later left at a convent, 
when her marriage ended. By 1893, Calamity Jane was 
appearing in Buffalo Bill's Wild West Show as a trick 
shooter and horse rider. She died on 1st August 1903, at 
the age of 51 and was buried at Mount Moriah Cemetery 
in Deadwood, next to Wild Bill Hickok, although it was 
said that this was a posthumous joke played on Hickok 
by giving Calamity an eternal resting place by his side.

Director, Nick Lawrence, is 
joined by Rachel Worsley who is choreographing the big 
numbers such as “The Deadwood Stage” and “’’Just Blew 
in from the Windy City”.
